Three separate incidents 
involving shots fired from what 
authorities believe to be a moving 
vehicle has the Fulton County 
Sheriff’s Office (FCSO) on 
high alert. “This is very serious 
and we are working diligently 
gathering as much information 
as we can,” stated Fulton 
County Sheriff Bobby Hopper. 
All three shooting incidents 
occurred in the Brownsville 
area and involved two occupied 
residences and one building. 
The first reported incident 
happened at approximately 3:18 
a.m. Sunday morning, Oct. 13 
on Hwy 309 at the Barrientos’ 
home. “Two shots were fired 
at a bedroom window where 
people were sleeping,” stated 
Sheriff Hopper. “No one was 
injured. We did recover a partial 
bullet.” Seven people, including 
five small children, live in the 
house near the intersection of 
Hwy 309 and the 1099 ByPass. 

The second shooting took 
place on Sunday evening at 
approximately 5:15 p.m. and 
again involved an occupied 
house. Jacob Davis, home with 
a sleeping 11-month old, was 
the apparent victim of a bullet 
damaging a storm door. “The 
shot went through the storm 
dorm, passed by where Davis 
was laying on a couch and went 
through a back wall.” 

The third incident was at a 
shop building owned by Bubba 
Roberts. The incident was 
reported by Sadawna Roberts 
at 6:45 p.m. Sunday.“No one 
was in the building at the time 
of this shooting,” added Sheriff 
Hopper. 

As of Monday morning all 
three shootings seem to be

totally random with no apparent 
ties. “It is just speculation 
at this time,” added Deputy 
Sheriff John Amberg, one of the 
deputies working the case. “We 
are not sure if they are connected 
or not.” 

An examination of the bullet 
has authorities believing that it 
might have been shot from a .38 
revolver, but they are not sure. 

“If anyone has information 
regarding these shootings, 
please contact the Sheriff’s 
Department,” stated Sheriff 
Hopper. “We want the public 
to be aware of the shootings 
and urge them to call with any 
information. 

“These shootings are being 
taken very serious by our 
department,” added Sheriff 
Hopper. “We do plan to 
prosecute those involved to 
the full extent of the law. This 
includes the possibility of nine 
counts of attempted murder.”

Any and all 
tips will remain confidential. 
There has been discussion of a 
possible reward being offered 
from a citizen of Hickman as 
this is such a serious crime.

With the addition of two 
industrial businesses in Fulton 
since March 2013, Fulton County 
Hickman County Economic 
Development Partnership 
(EDP) Executive Director 
Eddie Crittendon is looking to 
add more. On Monday, Oct. 14 
Crittendon updated the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court discussing 
the positive impacts of MVP 
and Kayser Automotive to the 
county. MVP currently has 100 
employees employed at their 
location. Crittendon is confident 
that Kayser could begin 
manufacturing automotive parts 
for GM in early 2014. 

He also informed the Fiscal 
Court about a possible industrial 
prospect from a company based 
in Minnesota. The recent 
meeting included a visit to 
the former Eagle Building in 
Hickman, which is now owned 
by the Hickman-Fulton County 
Riverport. Port Director Greg 
Curlin and Crittendon met 
with the prospective business 
representatives approximately 
two weeks ago. “We are 
just waiting to see how the 
information cycle goes with 
that,” added Crittendon.

Motorists advised to watch 
for deer on the move 


Crop harvest and mating sea¬ 
son increase deer activity 

The Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet is joining area law 
enforcement agencies to remind 
motorists that the num¬ 
ber of deer-vehicle 
collisions increase 
substantially dur¬ 
ing the last three 
months of the year. In the 
last week three accidents 
occurred in Fulton County 
involving deer. 

“While it seems to be 
running a few weeks later 
than normal this year, our 
highway crews are seeing an 
increased number of deer killed 
along our highways. Collisions 
between deer and vehicles take 
a decided upturn in the fall,” 
said KYTC District 1 Acting 



Chief Engineer Mike McGregor. 
“About half of our deer-vehicle 
collisions are reported during 
the last three months of the year 
when deer are most 
active.” 

Multiple factors 
combine to contrib¬ 
ute to deer-related 
crashes this time of 
year: 

• Mating season puts 
deer on the move. 

• Crop harvest re¬ 
duces food supply 
and hiding places. 

• More farmers, 
hunters, and hikers are 

in the countryside coming into 
contact with deer and causing 
them to move about.

Whitfield, Guthrie & Barr call on Speaker 
Boehner to assign Farm Bill Conferees 


U.S. Rep. Ed Whitfield (KY- 
01), today was joined by fellow 
Kentucky Representatives Brett 
Guthrie (KY-02) and Andy 
Barr (KY-06) to call on House 
Speaker John Boehner to assign 
farm bill conferees from the 
House of Representatives to 
meet with Senate conferees so 
a bi-cameral agreement on a 
new long-term farm bill can be 
reached. 

“The United States is home 
to over 2.2 million farms. 
About 97 percent of U.S. farms 
are operated by families,” 
stated Whitfield, Guthrie and 
Barr in their letter to Speaker 
Boehner. “It is hard for these 
families to have the stability 
and certainty needed to run their 
farms without a long-term farm 
bill. That is why reaching an 
agreement is so important. At 


the same time, a long-term farm 
bill will save taxpayers’ money 
by streamlining programs 
and eliminating those that are 
outdated.” 

The trio acknowledges the 
ongoing government shutdown 
in their letter to Boehner. 
They argue that Congress can 
be working on passing a long 
term farm bill as they await an 
agreement to be made between 
the House and Senate to end the 
government shutdown. 

“As we are all aware, the 
United States Congress is at odds 
over the terms of the continuing 
resolution needed to fund the 
federal government. While it is 
disappointing that there is not 
much progressing on this front, 
it creates an opportunity for us 
to get a final long-term farm bill 
passed and signed into law.”

Lazy Sunday afternoons as 
a boy usually meant an after 
church meal at my Granddaddy’s 
house on Myron Cory Drive in 
Hickman. The folks and I would 
walk into a linoleum covered 
kitchen that smelled of hot, 
salty ham and warm buttered 
lightly crusted rolls. Dressing 
and vegetables sat steaming in 
Corningware dishes sitting on 
top of Citizens Bank pothold- 
ers, assorted colors of kitchen 
towels laid atop. Glasses were 
already iced and ready for the 
choice of sweet tea or choice 
of soft drink, if need be (it was 
the only time of the week Mom 
would let be that need). 

We’d sit down and my Great 
Grandmamma Marie Cagle 
would ask the blessing, if she 
had made it there on time. Then 
we’d all eat. Dad and our fami¬ 
ly, his two sisters and their fami¬ 
lies, and the grandparents of the 
cousins. Bill Dance played on 
TNN in the background, catch¬ 
ing catfish. Or maybe Jackie 
Bushman was up a deer stand 
on Buckmasters. This was Sun¬ 
day. 


I can remember one such 
Sunday when I wanted to see 
how big a chunk of roast I could 
fit into my mouth. The hunk was 
as large as any can of Skoal, 
an even match for the lump of 
mashed potatoes it shared the 
plate with. In it went. And im¬ 
mediately, chewing took on 
such magnitude that even a gov¬ 
ernment shutdown would pale 
in comparison. As if Wrigley’s 
had invented “Roast Bubble” 
to come with ballcards instead 
of gum. I chewed, and chewed, 
and chewed some more. All 
others at the table predictably 
stopped eating and settled in 
for the show. Like a cow on the 
pastures of Fulton County, a jaw 
full of Boston butt. 

“You bit off more than you 
could chew, didn’t you?” Dad 
said. Indeed. Into a napkin, then 
trash can, the carnage went. 
Forks and knives were invented 
for table decor I believe, but 
occasionally they do make for 
added convenience on Sundays. 

Almost 30 years later, and 
I have bitten off more than I 
can chew, again. I set out in 


early February to visit all of 
Kentucky’s 120 counties in the 
course of one year with the ex¬ 
pectation I might actually have 
weekends free to do it. Now, 
every Tuesday, I’m continually 
told another seven day work¬ 
week is queued. I’m 79 counties 
into the quest. Eastern Kentucky 
sits untouched by a visit this 
year, and a four day vacation 
next week will hardly do justice 
to the opportunities there. Far 
from discouraged—I’m deter¬ 
mined. I’m going to try. 

And the result is already 
showing itself. August 2, I 
launched Map Dot, Kentucky, a 
Facebook “Like” page that sees 
small town Kentucky through 
the eyes of my travels as only 
a native Kentuckian from Four 
Points could provide. And in 
just the first 60 days, Frankfort 
(and the country) has taken no¬ 
tice. So, regardless of 120 or not, 
this is one piece of roast that I’m 
going to keep chewing on. And 
I hope you’ll join the Map Dot, 
Kentucky page to find out what 
happens.

• Deer tend to move at dawn 
and dusk when visibility is low. 

Motorists should consider 
these driving tips to help im¬ 
prove their personal safety: 

• Always wear a seatbelt. 

• Drive defensively, constant¬ 
ly scanning the roadside (espe¬ 
cially at dusk). 

• Slow down immediately

when you spot a deer. Proceed 
slowly until you are past the 
point where deer have crossed. 

• Don’t swerve to avoid a 
deer. Stay in your lane. Swerv¬ 
ing can result in a more serious 
crash with oncoming traffic. 

• In the event of a crash, keep 
both hands on the wheel and 
brake down steadily. 

• Report any deer collision, 
even if the damage is minor. 

“The onset of cooler weather 
is a reminder for everyone to 
stay attentive while driving,” 
McGregor said. “This is espe¬ 
cially important during the twi¬ 
light hours when deer and other 
wildlife tend to move while 
visibility can be an issue. Deer 
often travel in herds, so drivers 
should be especially on alert 
because more could be close 
behind when they spot a deer 


crossing the road.” 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration (NHTSA), about 
150 people are killed nation¬ 
wide each year in motor vehicle 
crashes involving deer. In 2012, 
police agencies in Kentucky re¬ 
ported 2,766 deer-related crash¬ 
es, causing 106 injuries with 
no reported driver fatalities - a 
decrease from 2011 when 2,972 
crashes with 148 injuries and 
three fatalities were attributed 
to deer. 

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet District 1 headquarters 
is responsible for approximately 
2,800 miles of state highways 
in Ballard, Calloway, Carlisle, 
Crittenden, Fulton, Graves, 
Hickman, Livingston, Lyon, 
McCracken, Marshall and Trigg 
counties.

DAVID STERN 

A couple of fresh air ideas 
crossed the college basketball 
landscape last week that could 
have major impact in Kentucky. 

NCAA commissioner 
Mark Emmert: “there is little 
support within the NCAA to 


convert student-athletes into paid 
employees.” 

The NCAA is reviewing, Em¬ 
mert added, ways to legislate a 
stipend allowance for college 
athletes. 

Says here, even a stipend 
opens another path to corruption. 
At some point a team’s leading 
rusher, or best rebounder would 
expect more than the kid sitting 
in the last spot on the bench. 

Emmert also addressed One- 
and-done. 

“Why would we want to force 
someone to go to (college) when 
they really don't want to be there? 
But if you're going to come to us, 
you're going to be a student.”

David Stem, architect of one- 
and-done, weighed in on the 
subject October 11. The NBA 
commissioner spoke to high 
school basketball prospects 
through Fox Sports: “Play for 
me and you’ll not only get paid, 
but you'll also get a better educa¬ 
tion.” 

Better education than at insti¬ 
tutes of higher learning? Brazen, 
but I like it. 

Through the Houston Chroni¬ 
cle, Stern said, “I’m very proud 
of the development league. 
It’s working. That march is con¬ 
tinuing. The drum beat I hear 
about colleges not liking what 
they refer to one-and-done ... we 
now have a rule where the devel¬ 
opment league will accept play¬ 
ers that are 18 and will do a bet¬ 
ter job of educating them than the 
college programs they are in.”

ORDINANCE 13-31 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF HICKMAN, KENTUCKY 
ADOPTING THE ANNUAL COUNTY VALUATION; LEVYING AN 
AD VALOREM TAX WITH RESPECT TO REAL AND PERSONAL 
PROPERTY; PROVIDING FOR PAYMENT OF PENALTY AND 
INTEREST ON DELINQUENT TAXES; IMPOSING ADVERTISING 
AND CLERK FEE COSTS WITH RESPECT TO DELINQUENT TAX 
BILLS; PROVIDING FOR EXONERATIONS; REPEALING 
CONFLICTING ORDINANCE; AND PROVIDING FOR EFFECTIVE 
DATE 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF HICKMAN, KENTUCKY AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. All property located within the City of Hickman 
subject to taxation for municipal purposes are hereby assessed as the 
value at which said property is assessed by annual county assess¬ 
ment. 

SECTION 2. An ad valorem tax rate of 38.4C is hereby levied for the 
municipal purposes on every $100 of assessed valuation of real 
property located within the corporate limits subject to taxation. An 
ad valorem tax rate of 40.2C is hereby levied for municipal purposes 
on every $100 of assessed valuation of personal property within the 
corporate limits subject to taxation. Included in said rates are a 4.7C 
on every $ 100 of assessed valuation levied of the purpose of raising 
sufficient revenue to pay for fire apparatus equipment. 

SECTION 3. If the taxes herein are not paid before the first day of 
January 1,2014 a penalty of ten percent (10%) of such delinquent 
taxes shall be added thereto in addition to the interest thereon at the 
rate of twelve (12%) per annum from said date. Advertising costs of 
$5.00 per name per publication and clerk fee of $0.75 cost pertaining 
to delinquent tax bills are hereby imposed. 

SECTION 4. The city clerk is hereby authorized and allowed to 
exonerate all tax bills as shall be exonerated by the county, and she 
shall obtain from county records a copy of all such exonerations 
allowed. 

SECTION 5.This ordinance shall be in full force and effect immedi¬ 
ately on and after its enactment following second separate reading 
as provided by law.

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Juvenile Justice Commissioner recounts riveting life story

If you could see what I see every time I look at you, baby, then 
you would know how great you are,” are the words that have had 
a hard-hitting impact on Hasan Davis since he was first arrested at 
eleven years old. 

Now Commissioner for the Kentucky Department of Juvenile 
Justice addressing the recent meeting of the West Kentucky Re¬ 
gional Chamber Alliance in Hopkinsville, Davis grew up on the 
streets of St. Louis and Atlanta. Diagnosed with dyslexia and atten¬ 
tion deficit-hyperactive disorder (ADHD) early in life, he struggled 
in school, attending five elementary schools before being assigned 
to alternative school in eighth grade. He was expelled from school 
in his senior year. 

Overcoming these educational obstacles and the mean streets of 
two major cities, he eventually graduated from Berea College. And 
the determination that has inspired him since age 11 now drives his 
purpose as commissioner: To ensure that every child who is forced 
into the juvenile justice system because of a poor choice has the op¬ 
portunity to work out of that system by making better choices. 

With his mother’s words of encouragement rather than condem¬ 
nation at his first arrest, she planted a seed that helped him begin 
to believe he could be better than he saw him¬ 
self. “Society has us believing that certain types 
of young folk will be one way,” Davis said, “and 
there is an assumption that our communities can¬ 
not rebuild, rehabilitate, and refocus children. 

“I was seeing the world at the level where I was 
at the police station,” he said, “but my mom was 
telling me that she imagined up me up here, at the 
top.” 

With Davis’s guidance and involvement he and 
the Unified Juvenile Code Task Force, is rethink¬ 
ing the role of juvenile justice services. “This is 
very different from juvenile correctional services,” 
he said, “The conversation is less about what the 
young people did (to get into the system) and more 
about what this task force can do to return them to 
their communities. 

“For every child that touches our system, they 
need to leave us more whole, not with more holes,” 
he explained. “We should not be the ones poking 
at their sensitive places, creating bigger problems. 

“We are a treatment system, not a correctional 
system,” he continued. “We have a very different mission and intent 
with a different impact, an impact absolutely predicated on having a 
place for children to go once we’ve worked with them.” 

The juvenile justice system wants to give youth new skills and 
new opportunities to come back to their communities as respon¬ 
sible, productive citizens. “That is where the disconnect has been 
for a long time,” said Davis. 

Davis’ Hard Choice 

Labeled “a monster, thug, stupid, useless, problem, and banger” 
during his early year, Davis said, nevertheless he held fast to the 
dream of rising above the lures and pitfalls of his environment. 
While at home on the first day of a college break at approximately 
age 20, “I thought I could set aside my college student role and put 
back on my street armor,” he said. “I thought I could walk in two 
worlds, so I hit the streets with my brothers.” 

This night in Atlanta, Davis with brothers Derrick and Shaun set 
out to go to a club for the evening. In the backseat of their small 
pick-up was a sub-machine gun. 

Six young men approached the Davis brothers’ vehicle, an ap¬ 
proach his siblings took as a challenge to their presence. “Me, the 
college student with new skills, says (to the six) we’re just trying 
to find a club. If you help us out, you can come hang out with us,” 
Davis said. 

His brothers saw the approach far differently, with harsh words 
beginning to pass between the two groups. Brother Shaun, sitting 
in the middle of the truck, was calm, “a bad sign,” Davis said, “be¬ 
cause he has only two gears, neutral and overdrive. Either every¬ 
thing is really good or it’s time to get out of the way.” 

As he began to feel Shaun’s body shake, Davis knew the confron¬ 
tation had escalated to overdrive. Shaun decided the time for action 
had come and turned to retrieve the gun. Davis continued trying to

talk down the situation, seeing everything starting to erode to the 
point where “I was thinking about all the people who tomorrow 
morning will read the paper and say, 4 See, I told you so.’ 

“I thought about the call my mama would get saying, ‘You did 
your best, and this was a lost cause 10 years ago. It is good that you 
tried’,” Davis said. 

“I stopped thinking and leaned up on the seat and let my brother 
pull the gun from the back,” Davis said. “The round locks, every¬ 
thing freezes, and he (Shaun) points out the window and everyone 
starts screaming and running for cover. 

“The kid reaching into the truck stops and turns with his hands 
up. He’s about four feet from me and is looking down the barrel of 
the gun and makes eye contact with me,” Davis said. “He’s 15 or 
16 years old, not some crazy, tough man, just a boy, saying, ‘Please, 
God, don’t kill me, please, don’t kill me’. 

“Everything I’ve heard about me my whole life - monster, thug, 
stupid, useless, problem, banger - all those labels - were in my 
head, and in the middle of all this chaos, I hear a voice,” he said, 
“the one voice in the back of my head, clear, low, strong, ‘If you 
could see what I see, baby 

“That one voice was so powerful, so convincing, that it gave me 
the power and opportunity to choose what was right 
and what was wrong,” he said. “I took a deep breath, 
grabbed the barrel of the gun, and turned to my broth¬ 
ers, in front of those kids, and said, ‘Lay down, boy. 
Thank God I am not the man I was two years ago, and 
(you boys) go.’” 

The next day, Davis packed up everything he had in 
his mother’s house, kissed her goodbye, and bought a 
one-way ticket back to Berea. “On that 10-hour ride 
back home, I made a decision that I wouldn’t return 
to her house until I could finally be the man she was 
seeing,” he concluded. 

“That is the type of commitment we have started 
to build, to have every child know that someone sees 
they are greater, brighter, stronger, and better than 
they are in their worst moments,” he said. “We don’t 
get a guarantee, but we sow the seeds, we create the 
possibility that at their darkest moment, when they 
have that critical decision to make, they will have the 
chance to hear another voice. 

“Maybe if they are brave enough, strong enough, to 
see that a community is willing to embrace them,” he 
said, “they will be willing to trust and choose to stay a part (of the 
juvenile services) instead of being removed. 

“The work that we do in all child service agencies ought to be 
focused on creating an opportunity for that choice to come as soon 
as they get challenged with the other image of who they could be,” 
he said. 

Davis said, “I know every child won’t make that decision; I know 
because I have two brothers, two of the most intelligent people I 
know, who are languishing away in prison.” 

He continued, “This is the first year that the Administrative Office 
of the Courts (AOC), the Cabinet, and segments of the educational 
system have sat down and looked at things together with a sense of 
responsibility greater than our individual wants and needs. We are 
willing to do something different to get a different result, and I am 
convinced we have the opportunity to be the model for reforming, 
rebuilding, and recharging children, families, and communities of 
the Commonwealth.”

“We look forward 
to what the future holds for us and our possible involvement as the 
Task Force moves ahead with its work.” 

What is commonly called the ‘Juvenile Justice Task Force’ is 
charged with reviewing the Unified Juvenile Code, so you will also 
see it properly identified as the Unified Juvenile Code Task Force. 

Co-Chairs for the Judiciary and Task Force are State Senator 
Whitney Westerfield, replaced the original co-chair Katie Stine, and 
State Representative John Tilley. The Task Force was created by the 
2012 General Assembly to study how Kentucky law is applied to 
juveniles.

Commissioner Choate said. “We 
have done that in the past and it 
needs to happen again.” 

“We responded to two fires in 
the last month,” stated Hickman 
Volunteer Fire Department 
Chief Tommy Ramsey. “Both 
fires were kitchen fires where 
residents were cooking chicken 
and french fries.” 

Fire Chief Ramsey is working 
to ensure the department is able 
to maintain its status to receive 
state aid next year. On Saturday, 
Oct. 26 and Saturday, Nov. 2 
the department will conduct 
five hour classes assisting the 
volunteers with ten training 
hours. “It hurts the department 
when fire fighters do not get in 
their training hours,” he said. 
The fire department is losing two 
of its 17 volunteers who can’t 
devote the time needed to the 
department. “We will be okay 
if we only have 15,” added Fire 
Chief Ramsey. “When we have 
five or six respond to a fire call, 
it works for us. Especially if they 
are experienced fire fighters.” 

The Commission did agree 
to adopt the state’s fire policy. 
This means that burning is 
ONLY allowed between 6 p.m. 
and 6 p.m. from October 1 to 
December 15. 

“Eighty percent of the parks 
and trails grant project is 
completed,” stated Public Works 
Director Mike Hartigan. “We 
have also been busy fixing water 
leaks.” 

Mayor Lattus asked Hartigan 
to address potholes, especially 
on Harrison Street.

He has plans to surplus the old 
fire station and two lots, one 
near the old fire station and one 
on Moscow Avenue. Once the 
properties have been declared 
surplus, an advertisement for 
bids will be published and the 


city will sell the lots to the 
highest bidder. 

City permanent records and 
Christmas decorations are 
currently stored in the old fire 
station. A new storage place 
for these items will have to be 
determined before the old fire 
station is sold. 

The Commission met in 
closed session for one hour 
before the start of the regular 
meeting to discuss pending 
litigation and then went back 
into closed session at 9:09 p.m. 
to discuss personnel, mainly the 
Cemetery Supervisor position 
and procedures.
